DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claim 1 is allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter. 

Claim 1 recites, Inter alia, a dual purpose smartcard including "an oscillator 
connected through an one-wire modem to the 10 pad, enabled to provide a modulated 
voltage to the 10 pad" and "wherein with the Rst pad high the one-wire modem is 
Inactive and the first electronic circuitry is active enabling the smartcard to function as a 
standard smartcard through the ISO 7816 interface with a conventional card reader, and 
with the Rst pad low, the first electronic circuitry is disabled, and the one-wire modem is 
enabled, providing a modulated voltage signal on the 10 pad". Prior art of record do not 
teach or suggest, either alone or In combination, the aforementioned limitation, nor 
would It be obvious to modify those references to include such limitation.
